HIS Herbal was begun by James Newton, M. D. 
about 1680, and the great Affiftances he received 
From Abroad, and at Home, from the ableft Bo- 
mifis of bis Time, and bis own great Abilities, Care, 
nd many Years Study and Expence, to render it the moft 
wrious and univerfal of its Kind then publifbed, may be. 
o well known to need any Enlargement. 


But confidering this Herbal might be the Work of bis 
ginger Days, fo on a Review of it in his more mature 
nd knowing Years, it might not pleafe him, as he might 
ink, and very juftly too, that then be could compofe ano- 
er of a more ufeful, curious, and univerfal Nature; and 
aving fuch good Materials before him to work on as his 
rft Herbal, he might therefore the more readily enter 
bon bis other univerfal and compleat Hiftory of Plants, 
uth their Icons, comprebending all hitherto extant, with 
idditions. 


As bis firft Herbal begins with Grafs, the other begins 
uth Apples; and had he lived a few Months longer, be 
ight have publifbed it compleat and entire ; for at his 
Neath be had printed bis Firft Book of Apples, and Part 
"the second Book, but dying fuddenly, this valuable Work 
as lain by till now of late.

Over the Icons fand their Englith, and in the defcrip' 
tive Part their Latin Names. Since the Icons are re: 
auced into their proper Clafles, and the Index contains th! 
Wames of each Clats, it may therefore equally anfwer tbi 
Intention of a more general one, which might have fwelle 
to a great Size; as you may take in at one View, by turn 
ing to its proper Clafs, the feveral Species belonging to it.
